IBM pushed Hu St Havnie Corp 
into use of the Critical Path Method 
of construction scheduling bv requiring 
it on its San Jose plant (ENR July S.

As an carlv user of the method m 
its area of operations. Haas St Havnie 
claims a definite advantage in dealing 
with clients, with design engineers, and 
with subcontractors—and even with its 
own field personnel.

i*er conversation and meeting with Mr. Harding, 1 have been given 
the opportunity to create a prospectus, essentially it resolves 
around the concept of truly pre-fabrlcated homes, and/or apartment 
buildings, which dollsr wise would be much less costly, and also 
Incorporate what 1 call 2Dth. century technology. 

In reviewing the analyaas made these past several years, it be- 
case apparent to me that 1 had, more than once, created such pros¬ 
pectus. ..which took the form of letters, written to such august 
personalities aa Ransom Cook, Earl Warren, Robert M. Hutchins, the 
late president, etc. 

hore than oropsectus for truly pre-fsbrlcated homes has been in¬ 
volved and analysed; more like a way out of poverty for the massive 
nuaners of unemployed, plue methods to enable such have been entailed. 
Therefore, 1 am offering these letters, plus other writings for your 
perueal. It may be noted that 1 have been doing my bit to attack the 
conventional wisdom of the haves. It is not my Intent to take away 
from tham, but to effect such differentiated style as would allow 
the mas es to also have the basic decencies of life. 

It aay be, Mr. Hoffa, that the departure of Mr. Gibbons has af¬ 
forded a position for me with your enterprise. In reviewing Mr. Gib¬ 
bon's works, it becomes apparent that while he utilizes the concept 
of propaganda well, nonetheleia he uses words as meanlnglessly as 
the in-group...naaely Kennedy clan, our portentlous senators, etc. 

1 oelleve that propaganda which would show ways and means to effec¬ 
tively better the lot of teamstera, labor, chronically unemployed, 
our massive do nothing economy; and more Importantly, effect trans¬ 
lation froa dependent upon the current system, into leadership of 
weya end means out of the hazards confronting the working man, would 
be far better propaganda, and moat certainly make everyone better off.
